A submarine earthquake near 
the coast of Japan in 1854 gave rise to 
sea waves which traversed the whole 
breadth of the Pacific at the rate of 
37u miles an hour. 
At Siinoda, Japan, 
the waves from this earthquake were 
thirty feet high. 
At San Diego, Cal., 
they were only six inches high.
